The love affair between Ray Kroc and the baseball fans 
of San Diego began in January of 1974 when at the pro- 
verbial eleventh hour he bought the staggering franchise 
and saved major league baseball for San Diego. At the time 
the club appeared headed for Washington, D.C. with the 
highest paid attendance in 5 years of operation in San 
Diego only 644,000. 

In the 5 years Ray Kroc has owned the franchise, atten- 
dance has always been over one-million reaching a high of 
1,670,107 in 1978 when the team finished above the .500 
marks for the first time. The 1978 season was especially 
gratifying to the Padre owner since it was the first year he 
took an active part in its operation following the move of 
Buzzie Bavasi to the California Angels. 

Ray Kroc began his love of baseball as a Cubs fan in 
Chicago following the exploits of famous players like Hack 
Wilson, Gabby Hartnett, Rogers Hornsby, Stan Hack, Phil 
Cavarretta, Andy Pafko and many others. His strong interest 
in baseball led him to buy the Padres in 1974 and eventually 
to move his home to the San Diego suburb of La Jolla which 
he says he now loves as much as the Padres. 

Although his purchase of a major league baseball team 
made him a strong personality among sports fans through- 
out the nation he was already well known in the business 
community as the man who built the McDonald Corporation 
into the largest fast-food operation in the world. 

In 1955 at age 52 he took the concept of licensing inde- 
pendent owners and was instrumental in creating the mod- 
ern fast-food industry. Today there are over 5,000 of his 
restaurants around the world. 

Working for the Lili-Tulip Cup Corp., he served as the 
Midwest Sales Manager for 17 years and eventually took 
over the exclusive sales for a new invention, the milk shake 
multimixer machine. 

A small hamburger restaurant in San Bernardino, Cali- 
fornia owned by the McDonald brothers attracted his atten- 
tion by purchasing eight of his machines. Realizing that a 
chain of similar restaurants would use a lot of his multi- 
mixers he started his own system under a royalty agreement 
with the brothers, whom he has long since bought out. 

The rest is history. 

Now Kroc is hoping to make history as the owner of a 
World Championship Baseball team, 
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ROGER CRAIG — MANAGER 


Roger Craig begins his second season 
as manager of the San Diego Padres but 
his first as leader from the start of spring 
training. Craig took over the managerial 
reins in mid-March of 1978 when Alvin 
Dark was fired and calmly guided the 
Padres to an 84-78 record, the best in 
the 10-year history of the franchise. Craig 
had begun spring training as Dark’s pitch- 
ing coach. 

Roger quickly showed he could handle 
the pressures of major league managing 
by solving some players problems with as- 
tute judgment and a major trade that 
helped improve the pitching staff. In 1979 
; the Craig approach will be firmly stamped 

on the team as he guides the fortunes of 
the Padres from the start of spring training. 

The 48-year old Craig was with the Padres from 1969 thru 1972 
when Don Zimmer replaced Preston Gomez as field manager and exer- 
cised his perogative to name his own coaching staff. He became 
the minor league pitching instructor for the Los Angeles Dodgers for 
the 1973 campaign and then he joined the Astros in 1974. 

Craig broke into the majors in 1955 with the old Brooklyn Dodgers 
and went on to pitch 12 seasons in the big leagues, ending up with 
the Philadelhpia Phillies in 1966. 

He spent most of his career with the Dodgers, being with them from 
1955 through 1961. 

His best season was 1959 with the Dodgers as he fashioned an 11-5 
record with a 2.06 ERA. Roger also pitched in 4 World Series, 2 with 
the Brooklyn Dodgers, one with the Dodgers in Los Angeles and finally 
with the 1964 St. Louis Cardinals.

Chuck Estrada begins his first full 
season as the Padres pitching coach. 
Chuck began 1978 as the Padres 
Co-ordinator of Field Activities with 
additional duties of assisting the 
pitchers in the minor league system. 
Suddenly he found himself as major 
league pitching coach when Roger 
Craig was named manager following 
the mid-March dismissal of Alvin 
Dark. 

Estrada certainly rose to the oc- 
casion as the Padres pitching staff 
finished second to the Dodgers in 
National League ERA honors at 3.28. 
Two members of Estrada’s staff won 
post-season honors. Gaylord Perry 
was chosen Cy Young winner and relief ace Rollie Fingers 
was the Fireman of the Year. 

Estrada brings experience to the job both as a successful 
major league pitcher and major and minor league pitching 
coach .. . spent seven years in the majors with the Balti- 
more Orioles, Chicago Cubs and New York Mets . . . posted 
a lifetime record of 50-44, 4.07 . . . had 535 strikeouts in 
764 innings . . . broke into the majors in 1960 leading the 
American League with an 18-11 record as a rookie. . . over- 
all, was 18-11, 3.58 with 144 whiffs in 209 innings an 
named the Rookie Pitcher of the Year and was on the A.L.

It's been said that it just wouldn't 
be the Padres without the services 
of coach Whitey Wietelmann and 
that’s probably about as true a 
statement as you will ever hear, 

Now heading into his 40th year 
of professional baseball. Whitey will 
once again be handling the duties 
of coach plus a myriad of other de- 
tails ranging from equipment repair 
to supervising the ground crew to 
making his world famous chili. That 
chili, by the way, was the subject of 
a special TV feature prior to one of 
the Padres national broadcasts. 

A real veteran of the game, Whitey started out in the 
game back in 1937 with Beaver Falls of the Penn State 
League and progressed up through the ranks to the majors 
the Boston Braves and Pittsburgh Pirates. Primarily an 
infielder, he finished with a lifetime average of .232 with a 
best of .271 with the Braves in 1945. He also did a little 
pitching while with Boston and then later in the minors. 

Following the end of his playing career, he turned to 
coaching and was with the old San Diego Padres of the 
Pacific Coast League from 1960-65 and then again in 1968 
with a brief tour with the Cincinnati Reds in 1966-67 sand- 
wiched between the two. He stayed on in San Diego when 
the city was granted a major league franchise in 1969. 

Whitey also had a fling at managing as he was a player- 
manager from 1953-56 at Wichita Falls, Lincoln and Yuma.

Prior to joining the San Diego Padres in 1969, he had 
been with the Los Angeles Dodgers organization for 11 years 
both as an infielder in their minor league system and then 
lastly as a manager. 

Williams began his professional career in 1957 at 
Shawnee of the old Sooner League and three times made 
it up to the Dodgers top minor league franchise, Spokane 
of the Pacific Coast League. His best season was 1961 when 
he led the California League in hitting (.363), at bats (542), 
runs scored (132) and hits (197) while at Reno. Additionally, 
he was second in doubles (32) and fifth in RBI (97). 

He also hit .297 at Albuquerque of the Texas League in 
1967 in his last full year as a player. The next season he 
took over as manager of the Dodgers Bakersfield club in 
the California League.

BITS ABOUT BATS 

Not too much thought is usually given to the baseball bat, but there 
are a couple of important points to remember. 

The newer model cupped bats may have an indentation in the end 
of the bat up to one inch in depth and may be no wider than two 
inches and no less than one inch in diameter. The indentation must be 
curved with no foreign substance added. 

If a filled or “doctored” bat is used, the player is to be ejected 
from the game and suspended for three days. Any balls hit by an 
illegal bat do not count. If the umpire sees the illegal bat before it 
is used, he issues a warning, but there is no penalty.

RULES OF INTEREST 


PLAYER LIMITS: 40 until opening day, when the number must be re- 
duced to 25 until] Sept. 1, when it again becomes 40. 


DETERMINING BATTING AVERAGE: Divide the number of at bats into 
the number of hits. 


DETERMINING AN EARNED RUN AVERAGE: Multiply the number of earned 
bred by nine; take the number and divide it by the number of innings 
pitched. 


DETERMINING SLUGGING PERCENTAGE: Divide the total bases of all hits 
by the total times at bat (At bats do not include walks, sacrifices, 
hit by pitcher, or times awarded first base because of interference 
or obstruction). 


DETERMINING FIELDING AVERAGE: Divide the total putouts and assists 
by the total of putouts, assists and errors. 


DETERMINING PERCENTAGE OF GAMES WON AND LOST: Divide the num- 
ber of games won by the total games won and lost. 


CONSECUTIVE HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive hitting streak shall not 
be terminated if the plate appearance results in a base on balls, 
hit batsman, defensive interference or a sacrifice bunt. A sacrifice 
fly shall terminate the streak, 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive-game hitting streak 
shall not be terminated if all the player's plate appearances (one 
or more) result in a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive inter- 
ference or a sacrifice bunt. The streak shall terminate if the player 
has a sacrifice fly and no hit. 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME PLAYING STREAK: A consecutive-game playing streak 
shall be extended if the player plays one half-inning on defense, or 
if he completes a time at bat by reaching base or being put out. 
A pinch-running appearance only shall not extend the streak. If a 
player is ejected from a game by an umpire before he can comply 
with the requirements of this rule, his streak shall continue. 


SUSPENDED GAMES: For the purpose of this rule, all performances in 
the completion of a suspended game shall be considered as occur- 
ring on the original date of the game. 


TRADING REGULATIONS: Players are available on waivers in reverse 
order of standings, at the time waivers expire, if more than 30 days 
after start of the season; otherwise in reverse order of standings 
at close of preceding season. 


INTER-LEAGUE TRADES: Midnight, five days after the World Series— 
Midnight, night preceding the last scheduled day of the Winter 
Meetings—No waivers are necessary. Plus Feb. 15 to Mar. 15. 


TRADING WITHIN LEAGUE: Midnight, the last day of the season—Mid- 
night, June 15—No waivers necessary. Midnight, June 15—Mid- 
night the last day of the season—League waivers necessary. 


DETERMINING THE MAGIC NUMBER: Determine the number of games 
yet to be played, add one, then subtract the number of games 
ahead in the loss column of the standings from the closest opponent. 


DOCTORED BAT: If a filled or “doctored” bat is used, the player is to 
be ejected from the game and suspended three days. Any balls hit 
by an illegal bat do not count. If the umpire sees the illegal bat be- 
fore it is used, he issues a warning, but there is no penalty. 


DETERMINING A “MAJOR LEAGUE YEAR": 172 days constitute a full 
year in the major leagues. 


SAVE RULE 


The Save Rule in compiling major league pitching statistics didn't 
become_official until the 1969 season. Since that time, the Padres’ 
Rollie Fingers has piled up 208 saves to make him the all-time 
leader in this category.

Perry didn’t last long in his first major league start, however. 
He was knocked out of the box after 22/3 innings and didn't 
figure in the decision as the Giants went on to beat the Reds, 
13-6. During his brief stint, Perry gave up five hits, four runs (all 
earned) and walked one in addition to whiffing Harper.

Padre Broadcast Team of Jerry Coleman, Dave Campbell 
and Tommy Jorgensen 


JERRY COLEMAN 

For the eighth consecutive season former major leaguer Jerry 
Coleman is heading up the Padres broadcast team. One of the most 
respected play-by-play men in baseball, Jerry has been selected the 
last two years by CBS Radio to handle the action for the worldwide 
network of the National League Championship Series. 

Coleman's broadcasting background is almost as extensive as his 
actual playing career. Following the end of his playing days with 
the New York Yankees he worked in that organization's front office 
for two yeary and then moved into the broadcasting booth working 
with such people as Red Barber, Mel Allen, Joe Garagiola and Phil 
Rizzuto. After 7-years as a Yankee broadcaster Jerry returned to his 
home state of California where he worked in the Los Angeles area 
handling many local and network radio and TV shows before re- 
turning to baseball broadcasting with the Padres in 1972. 

Coleman broke into professional baseball in 1942, but had his 
career interrupted by World War II. He finally made it to the 
Yankees in 1949 where he led American League 2nd basemen in 
fielding and was voted AP Rookie of the Year. 

A veteran of nine years in the majors, all with the Yankees, Cole- 
man compiled a lifetime average of .263 with a best of .287 in 
1950. That was probably his best all around season as he was 
chosen for the American League All-Star team and won the Most 
Valuable Player Award in the World Series as the Yankees swept 
the Phillies in four straight games. In all, he appeared in six World 
Series (four winning efforts) and batted .275. In his final Series in 
1957 he had eight hits against Milwaukee, batting .364. 

Apart from service in World War Il, Coleman also had his career 
interrupted by the Korean conflict. He finished with a combined 
total of 120 missions, receiving two Distinguished Flying Crosses, 
13 Air Medals and three Navy Citations. He holds the rank of Lt. 
Colonel in the Marine Corps (Ret). 


DAVE CAMPBELL 

Former Padre Infielder Dave Campbell returns for his second 
season in the broadcast booth giving the Padres the distinction of 
being the only team with a pair of former major league 2nd base- 
men handling the play-by-play chores. 

Dave played for Detroit in 1967-69 and then came to the Padres 
in a multi-player deal that saw pitcher Joe Niekro go to the Tigers. 
Campbell spent three seasons with the Padres before being traded 
to the St. Louis Cardinals in June, 1973. He later went to the Hous- 
ton Astros where he finished out his playing career in 1974. 

Dave put together an eight-year major league career with a life- 
time batting average of .213. His best was .227 in 108-games for 
the Padres in 1971. 

Following his retirement from the playing ranks he went to work 
for KCST-TV in San Diego as a cameraman and reporter and later 
@s a sportscaster. In August, 1975 he moved to KSDO Radio as a 
sportscaster. Campbell then changed his career plans again in De- 
cember, 1976 by accepting an offer from the Padres to manage 
their Amarillo Club in the Texas League. 

Born in Manistee, Michigan the 37-year-old Campbell holds a B.S. 
Degree from the University of Michigan where he played on their 
NCAA Championship team of 1962 and Captained the 1964 squad. 


TOMMY JORGENSEN 


Popular Tommy Jorgensen returns to the Padre Broadcast Booth 
for his 6th straight season as Producer-Engineer. Tommy began his 
broadcast cereer in El Centro back in 1948 as a Disc Jockey-Engi- 
neer. He moved to San Diego in 1949 where he has since worked 
at almost every level of radio broadcasting. However, it was his 
Producing and engineering talents that led him into the Padres 
booth in 1974 and he has since become an invaluable member of 
the broadcast team.
